HANNAH BARNARD is a very in- 
telligent and pious quaker, of the State of 
New York, where the had, for more than 
twenty years, been in high efleem asa 
member of, and minifter among the qua- 
kers. She came to England in 1798, re- 
commended according to the proper forms 
of that people. In the charaéter of a pub- 
lic fpeaker, the vifited moft, or all, the fo- 
cicties of quakers in England and Ireland, 
and even extended her labours, with great 
acceptance, among other denominations. 
The ftrength ot her mental powers, tie lib- 
erality of her fentiments, her fervent and 
cheerful piety, and her fimpleand elegant 
manners, procured her the affe€tion and ef- 
fteem of many of the firft religious charac- 
ters in the Britifh Iflands ; to whom fhe 
appeared, both in principle and praétice, 
asa quaker of the true primitive ftamp. 
When the period of her labours was near- 
ly terminated in England, at the yearly 
meeting of the quakers in London, 18co, 
fhe was accufed of error, She avowed it 
to be her opinion, ** that war 15, 1n 20- 


Self, and ever was, @ moral evil, which \ 


man creates tohimfelf, by the mifapplica- 
ion of his powers, or, in other woras, by 


the abu/fe of his free agency.” 


This isa ftrange acculation, indeed, for |: 64 her cafe betore they had even heard her 


the Society of Quackers to bring againft 
one of the members of their own peaceful 
body! But, fay they, the Oid Teftament 
exprefsly declares, that God commanded 
the Ifraelites to deftroy the nations of Ca- 
naan, Hannah Barnard replies, that it is 
alfo faid, God hardened Pharach’s heart ;

ted Pharaoh to harden his own heart; {o0,: 


inthe other cafe, he permitted the Jews to 
deflroy the Cannaauites. This charge, 
however, was followed by others, as that 
the difbelieved the command givento Abra. 
ham to offer up his fon [faac ; and that fhe 
was not one with friends in her beliet, ref- 
pe€ting various parts of the New Tetta- 
ment, particularly relating to the miracu- 
lous conception and miracles of Chrifl.
